Mannering' Taken From

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—One- 
third ‘of the original manuscript 
of Sir Walter Scott's novel, “Guy 
Mannering,“ owned by J. P. Mor- 
gan, has been stolen from the Scott 
centenary exhibit in the library at 
Golumbia University. 

The manuscript, bound in three 
leather volumes, was lent to the 
centenary exhibit by the financier. 
who has a famous private library 
containing hundreds of rare books 
and manuscripts. 

The missing manuscript was the 
second of the three volumes. The 
first and third volumes were un- 
touched by ‘the thief. 

News of the theft became pyblie 
today when police throughout. the 
East were asked to search literary 
channels for the manuscript, which 
disappeared from its zlace in the 
exhibit about Oct, 28. Officials of 
the library reported the theft to 
the police yesterday. 

The stolen volume contains about 
200 pages.of manuscript in ink. 
The leather covering has the frank 
mark of .the Morgan Library on 
the inside. The manuscript was 
purchased by the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan, father of the present 
owner.

SOLD TO MERCHANTS 


Threat to Levy on Property 
and Put Watchman in 
Charge If Debtor Does 
Not Act. 


Ira A. Dorsey, Negro Constable 
in the. court of Jtistice of the 
Peace A. Samuel Bender; is permit- 
ting the use of his office in the 
Broadway Courthouse as a collec- 
tion agency by Sam de Vorko, who 
specializes in delinquent accounts. 


By the use of Constable Dorsey’s 
name and statiOnery, De Vorko 
draws a picture for the debtor 
that is intended to make him feel 
he will soon be in the clutches of 
the law unless he makes a pay- 
ment on his bill. Ustally this 
works. But even De Vorko admits 
the system sometimes fails, because, 
as he expressed it to a reporter, 
Tou cannot get blood out of a 
rock.“ 

But hard times notwithstanding, 
the system is successful to the de- 
gree that De Vorko is earning a 
living by it and Constable Dorsey 
receives a rake-off, They admit it. 
While their system embodies a 
veiled threat, De Vorko makes the 


reassuring declaration that no one 


has anything to fear from him 
as he is “the most humane and 
honorable” collector of languish- 
ing accounts in the City of St. 
Louis. 


Seils Printed Forms. 
The system is simple: De Vorko 
sells a~merchant' or anyone with 
old bills to collect 200 printed 


forms purporting to be notices from 


the offices: of Constable Dorsey. 
He asks $10 for these forms and 
$10 for his services in following 
them up. ‘He also furnishes envel- 
opes bearing the return address of 
Constable Dorsey. 

These forms, signed with the 
printed name of Constable Dorsey, 
read in part: 

“Call at my office, room 17 old 
Courthouse, at once to settle the 
amount of said claim, otherwise 
I shall proceed to levy on your 
household property and all other 
personal property found. in your 
possession; place a watchman in 
charge, and summon to my aid 
three appraisers to appraise the 
same, and all over your exemptions 
I will advertise for sale according 
to law. as I have strict orders to 
that effect from the plaintiff and 
his attorney, and they insist on 
that being done. 

From this you will readily see 
it is to your best interest- not to 
cause me the trouble of bringing 
these appraisers and the watchman 


to your residence, as you will have 


to pay all the costs if judgment 
is adverse to you. Last notice. 
Make all checks payable to Ira A. 


Dorsey, Constable.” 


The foregoing notices then are 
mailed out to debtors by the mer- 
chant,.or by De Vorko if the mer- 
Chant would rather not go so far 
with the scheme. If the debtor 
pays, that ends it; if not, De Vorko 
notifies Constable Dorsey and the 
later sends out a legal form direct- 
ing the debtor to appear at his 
office without futher delay to 
avoid a lawsuit and save costs.” 

Time Honored Custom, 

When questioned by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Constable Dorsey 
said that he could see no impro- 
priety in allowing his office to be 
used by de Vorko in putting pres- 
sure on debtors. It is a time- 
honored practice in that office, he 
said, and was employed there to 
collect delinquent accounts before 
he was elected. 

De Vorko makes a living out 
of it,“ he said, and I get 10 per 
cent of the money thus brought 
into my office. This amounts to 
about $25 a month for my share.” 
A constable derives his compensa- 
tien from fees. 

De Vorko, who tives at the Mar- 
quette Hotel, thinks his method ts 
“good for all concerned.“ The 

merchant gets his money, Consta- 
ble Dorsey gets a fee, De Vorko 
gets a cOmmission and the debtor 
gets out of debt.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22. — The 
practice of some railroads of buy- 
ing only from those who ship over 
their lines was denounced today by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, which announced it would re- 
frain from recommending suppres- 
sive legislation pending correction 
of the practice by the railroads 
themselves. 
The commission issued its find- 
ings after a two-year inquiry into 
the matter found that “carriers by 
railroau generally follow the prac- 
tice’ of making purchases from 
manufacturers and dealers in re- 
turn for traffic routed or to be 
routed via their respective lines.“ 

Manufacturers of and dealers in 
commodities and articles purchased 
by carriers, the report said, could 
influence railroad purchases by 
threatening to ship by other lines.

Speaker Garner told newspaper 
man today that in his opinion “the 
House will pass a beer bill at the 
short session,” but refrained: from 
any forecast as to the probable 
time.

ALIENISTS TEST BOYS 
ACCUSED OF MURDER 


One, Well Educated, Killed 
Grandmother; Other, Epilep- 
tic, Shot Man in Holdup.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Alienists 


are considering the cases of two 
boys in custody here, one of good 
family, the other an epileptic. 


Charles Bertrand Arnold. 16 
years old, has confessed, police say, 
that he killed his step-grandmoth- 
er, Ellen Saxe, 60, because she re- 
fused him the use of her automo- 
bile. A Coroner’s jury directed that 
he be held for the grand jury on a 
charge of murder. , 

James Varecha, accused of shoot- 
ing to death Frank H. Jordan ina 
holdup; of assault to kill in rob- 
bing James McElligott, and of rob- 
bing James Guisinger and assault- 
ing Miss Lillian Henry, entered a 
plea of hot guilty in each case, 
when he was arraigned. 

Varecha’s case is not difficult to 
explain, alienists say. He has twice 
been in an institution for epileptics. 
Arnold, well educated and quiet, 
was subjected to several tests. Only 
Dr. James Whitney Hall ventured 
an opinion: Bert is suffering from 
an inferiority complex and an im- 
perative conception. An imperative 
conception is an uncontrollable de- 
sire, usually temporary, which 
causes formal persons to do some- 
thing irrational.” 

Assistant State’s Attorney Harry 
Ditchburne -and Thomas Johnson 
said they would abide by the de- 
cision of three State alienists as to 
young Arnold’s sanity. If the alien- 
ists held he is legally incapable of 
distinguishing between right and 
wrong, they said he would be taken 
to an asylum. 

Although a Coroner's jury recom- 
mended that Arnold be held for 
the grand jury, he was not taken 
to a cell but was kept in a room 
in a downtown hotel. Prosecuting 
Attorneys, his own lawyers and his 
father were in the room with him, 
while police guarded the doors.

Dr. Engelbach retired from prac- 
tice in St. Louis in 1928, after he 
had built. up a practice said to 
have yielded him about $100.000 a 
year. He announced that he would 
devote himself to research and 
medical publication work. This 
work was financed by a group of 
wealthy residents of Santa Barbara, 
Cal., headed by L. H: Wentz, mil- 
lionaire Oklahoma oil operator. 
Wentz and his associates estab- 
lished a $100,000 fund to publish 
the physician's works and to 
finance his further study. 

Two branches of Dr. Engelbach's 
glandular researches attracted 
wide public interest. The first was 
the effect on children’s growth of 
the pituitary gland, and the growth 
hormones of this gland, as deter- 
mining whether physical develop- 
ment shall be normal, and affect- 
ing the entire organic and fune- 
tional systeins. 

Worked on Cure for Baldness. 

The other widely publicized sub- 
ject of his studies was the use of 
the thyroid glands of sheep as a 
cure for baidness, in cases “where 
baldness was found to be due to 
thyroid deficiency, 

On these and other phases of 
his work, Dr. Engelbach frequent- 
ly lectured to other physicians, aud 
conducted clinics for demonstra- 
tion. 

His work on the subject, em- 
bodying the results of his research, 
was published this year, in three 
volumes: 

Dr. Engelbach took his college 
course in Illinois College at Jack- 
sonville, before going to North- 
egg University to study medi- 
eine. He served as interne in Cook 
County Hospital, and studied a

Heads were battered and cut as 
the marchers advanced, swinging 
signs, flats and clubs. Reserve po- 
lice and Deputy Sheriffs streamed.

A group hemmed in Patrolman 
Beryl Barker against the wall, and 
a marcher, police said, whipped: 
out two blackjacks and knocked 
Barker down, 

A wedge of police went into the 
milling group and took Barker to 
safety. 

The marchers began to scatter, 
but some gathered as Herbert A. 
Paradeau. former Captain of De- 
tectives, dashed out of the door. 
They rushed and Paradeau reeled. 

The marchers picked him up 
and hurled him into a ‘revolving 
door that opportunely swung and 
cut him off from the crowd. Po- 
lice, four abreast, then cleared the 
area. 

The fight occurred after 80 hun- 
ger marchers arrived here from 
all parts of Minnesota. The 1000 
had gathered to welcome them.

WEALTHY CAN DOUBLE RELIEF 
GIFTS AT LITTLE RISE IN COST 


United Fund Campaign Points Out 
Effect of Changes in In- 
come Tax Laws. 

Wealthy St..Louisans can double 
their former subscriptions to char- 
ity with little increase in cost to 
themselves because of the new lin- 
come tax laws, the special gifts di- 
vision.of the United Relief Cam- 
paign points out. “In the final 
analysis,” it is explained, “there 
is a choice as to whether the 
money is to be paid to a worthy 
charitable cause or to the Govern- 
ment in taxes.“ 

As an illusti.tion there is cited 
the hypothetical case of a man 
with an annual income of $100,000 
who gave $5000 to charity last 
year. Of that gift he could charge 
off $1200 in the shape of a reduc- 
tion in his income tax, so that the 
net cost to him was $3800. 

This year, under the new tax 
laws, he could give $10,000, and of 
this $5300 might be deducted from 
his tax. The net cost of his gift to 
him, therefore, would be $4700, or 
only $900 more than when he con- 
tributed only half as muchg 

With the assistance of income tax 
experts a schedule has been worked 
out showing the effect of the new 
tax laws on contributions to char- 
ity. Workers in the special gifts 
division will make it available to 
anyone interested.

worded announcement, Attention 
was called, however, to the fact 
that he will be 76 years old within 
4 month and that it has long been 
ynown he desired to continue to 
hold office only until the recently 
created house plan was in smooth 
operation. 

Prefers to Finish Year. 

The fellows of the college and 
he members of the board of over- 
seers to whom Dr. Lowell submit- 
ted his resignation accepted it with 
regret. They took no action with 
regard to appointment of a suc- 
cessor and, while the president 


specified his resignation would be 


effective when his successor was 
ready to assume his duties, it was 
known the president would prefer 
to continue until near the end of 


the present academic year. 


Lowell has served longer than 

ny other president in the history 
Harvard with two exceptions, 
ne of them his immediate prede- 
essor, Charles William Eliot, who 
eaded Harvard for 40 years.

It was this plan which Lowell 
regarded as the crowning accom- 
plishment of his long career, but 
it was by no means his only con- 
tribution to higher education. 

Chief among others have been 
the introduction and organization 
of the tutorial system and general 
examinations, the adoption of a 
system of concentration and dis- 
tribution of the college courses, 
reading periods and many other 
important reforms. : 

Adhering to his life-long rule 
against granting newspaper inter- 
views, he declined to be interviewed 
after his resignation had become 
known. 

But if appearance meant any- 
thing, the retiring president was 
far from physical incapacitation. 
Slightly stooped, but still alert of 
manner, with graying upturned 
mustache and hair still sandy, he 
looked scarcely more than 60. 

Lowell attended school in Bos- 
ton and was graduated from Har- 
vard College in 1877, with highest 
honors in «mathematics. After 
graduation he entered the Harvard 
Law School and received the de- 
gree of LL. B. in 1880 and was ad- 
mitted to the Massachusetts bar 
in the same Har. For'17 years 
thereafter he practiced law in Bos- 
ton. 2 

In 1897 he became a4 lecturer on 
government at Harvard and in 
1900 was appointed professor of 
the science of government. In 1908 
he published his two-volume work, 
“The Government of England,” the 
most notable of his various works 
on government. 

During the closing years of Pres- 
ident Eliot’s administration Low- 
ell became active in the admin- 
istrative work of the college and 
university and his election to be 
president on the resignation of the 
„venerable and scholarly Eliot oc- 
casioned little surprise. 

His views on educational mat- 
ters have commanded wide attrac- 
tion. 1 
Lowell, a long distance runner 
in college days, now takes his ex- 
ercise walking. He reads exten- 
sively and writes little, although 
he occasionally contributes an ar- 
ticle to a serious magazine. 

His wife, the former Anna Par- 
ker Lowell of Boston, died in 
March, 1930.

It was expected, therefore, that 
Hitler would send word to the 
President tomorrow that he can- 
not put together a Cabinet un- 
der the conditions imposed. 

Hindenburg commissioned Hitler 
yesterday to try to form a Cabinet, 
‘tipulating, however, that he first 

et a majority in the Reichstag and 
promise not 4 with the 
commission government of Prussia. 

Within a short time Hitler wrote 
to the President asking him to 
clarify his position. The text of 
his note was not given out at the 
President’s office, but at Hitler’s 
National Socialist headquarters it 
was intimated that Hitler wanted 
to know whether he was commis- 
soned to form an authoritary 
presidial Cabinet, responsible pri- 
marily to Von Hindenburg or a 
coalition government involving the 
Reichstag parties. 

It was Hitler’s argument that if 
Yon Hindenburg desires an au- 
thoritary government, he cannot 
xpect his Chancellor to be de- 
dendent on Reichstag majorities, 
and so should provide him with the 
weapon of dissolution, and that if 
Von Hindenburg desires a coalition 
government, that it is inconsistent 
to impose conditions as to Cabinet 
members and policies in advance. 

To this the President replied, it 
ls understood, that he did not 
know Hitler well enough and did 
no: have enough confidence in him 
to place him at the head of a Gov- 
ernment responsible only to the 
President. He pointed out also that 
in the past definite conditions al- 
Ways were attached by the Presi- 
— to any offer of the chancellor - 

Meanwhile, it was said no ar- 
rangements had been made for a 
meeting between Hitler and the 
President but that Hitler had until 
Thursday to give a definite Wes 
er no to the President.

He thinks little is accomplished 
by a large conference and will not 
call one. He said he would seek 
information from persons who 
should have it and that he would 
talk with Dwight H. Brown, incom- 
ing Secretary of State; Forrest 
Smith of the State Tax Commision, 
incoming Auditor; Richard R. 
Nacy, incoming Treasurer, and 
Roy McKittrick, new Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

May Eliminate Some Jobs. 

Judge Park expressed the opin- 
ion that his inquiries were likely 
to lead him to a recommendation 
for the elimination of some of the 
State administrative departments, 
the consolidation of others and the 
elimination of a considerable num- 
ber of jobs in departments it would 
be necessary to retain. 

J have no fanciful ideas of rev- 
olutionizing the State government.“ 
he said. “I only hope to be able 
to relieve the taxpayers of some 
of the burden. 

»The administration of our State 
affairs is costing too much money 
for these times.

LEON TROTZKY CROSSES 
FRANGE UNDER GUARD 


Police Take Charge and Super- 
vise Trip From Marseilles 
to Dunkirk.

PARIS, Nov. 22.—Leon Trotzky, 
Communist leader exiled from Rus- 
sia, was whisked across France to- 
day under close police supervision. 
Trotzky is en route from his exile 
home on Prinkipo Island to lecture 
in Copenhagen. In his party are 
Mrs. Trotzky and three young com- 
panions. 

Supervision of Trotzky’s passage 
through the country began with a 
police escort at Marseilles yester- 
day, and continued throughout the 
trip as far as Dunkirk, on the 
northern coast of France. 

TrotzKy's train arrived at Lyons 
Station in Paris from the south at 
6:35 a. m. today. A special police 


for the trip across Paris to the 
Northern Railway station. Depar- 
ture from the Lyons station was 
held up until all the other passen- 
gers had departed. 

Between trains it was understood 
Trötzky and his party were at Po- 
lice Headquarters, where they had 
breakfast. Then, just as the con- 
ductor blew the whistle for the 
Dunkirk train, the special police 
squad dashed up with Trotzky and 
hurried him through the train cor- 
ridor to a curtained compartment. 
Mrs..Trotzky and others in the par- 
ty boarded the train unobtrusively 
with the rest of thé passengers. 

Trotzky was annoyed by the con- 
duct of two strangers who acci- 
dentally became mixed up with the 
exile’s party. One stranger twice 
slapped the face of one of Trotzky’s 
companions at the railway station 
some time before the train left for 
Dunkirk. The stranger insisted he 
ewned two valises Trotzky's friend 
was guarding.

King Opens Parliament 
With Medieval Ceremony; 
Urges Relief of Jobless 


Pledges Co-operation 


in Disarmament but 


Makes No Mention of War Debts in 
Speech From Throne. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 22. — King 


George ceremoniously opened the 
ninth Parliament of his reign today 
with a speech touching on major 


world problems, but he omitted any 
mention of the momentous war 
debts . issue President Hoover and 
President-elect Roosevelt are con- 
sidering in the United States. 

The King, with Queen Mary by 
Lis side, proclaimed broad national 
policies for the coming year, stress- 
ing the importance of disarmament, 
the world economic conference, the 
need for economy and farm. relief, 
and the solution of the unemploy- 
ment problem. 

“Large numbers of my people 
are still unable to find employ; 
ment.“ the King said, “and the per- 
sistence of this situation causes me 
the greatest anxiety. Unemploy- 
ment as we have known it for some 
years is undoubtedly the gravest of 
social problems. . 


Unemployment Assurance. 

“In particular I am distressed 
that many young men and women 
have never in their lives had an 
opportunity of regular employment. 
In the view of my Ministers any 
provision for unemployed persons 
should not only afford material as- 
sistance, but should also be design- 
ed to maintdin their morale and 
fitness to resume work when op- 
portunities can be found. 


“My Government intends to 
bring forward measures dealing 
comprehensively with unemploy- 
ment insurance and with the treat- 
ment of those unable to obtain 
work and the considerations I have 
mentioned will be borne in mind in 
framing their proposals.” 


The King expressed hope for the 


succtss of the world economic con- 
ference in London early next year 
and declared Great Britain would 
continue to co-operate fully in the 
work of the disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva. He said the Gov- 
ernment was doing all possible to 
cope with agricultural depression, 
and steps had been taken to enable 
industry to put itself in a position 
to take full advantage of a return 
to more favorable conditions.

' Amending the Federal Constitution. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NEWS item says that former State 

Senator McCawley favors an act by 
the next General Assembly of Missouri, 
providing for a State convention to act 
on the ratification of the amendment for 
the repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
to be proposed by Congress. 

In my humble opinion, the General 
‘Assembly of Missouri has no power over 
any State convention for the ratifica- 
tion of an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, and such power is vested 
exclusively in the Congress. Amending 
the Federal Constitution is a function | 
of sovereignty, which sovereignty rests 
in the people, and a State Legislature 
has no right to regulate its exercise. 
Amending the Federal Constitution is a 
national function and the whole process 
is subject only to national reguiation, 
and cannot be regulated or interfered 
with by a State Legislature. The nation 
and the nation alone should issue the 
call for and — the State conven- 
tions. 

In Hawke vs. Smith, 253 U. S. 221, 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
gaid very plainly that “the power to 
ratify a proposed amendment to the 
Federal Constitution has its source in 
the Federal Constitution,” and that no 
gtate “legislative action is authorized or 
required” with respect thereto. And in 
Dillon vs. Gloss, 256 U. S. 368, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States held 
that in proposing amendments to the 
Federal Constitution, as an incident, of 
the power to designate the mode of 
ratification, Congress has the implied 
power to regulate all subsidiary matters 
of detail. 

If each state were to call and regulate 
its own convention, there would be much 
confusion and conflicting action in the 
several states. Congress, and not the 
State Legislatures, is the proper body 
to call and regulate the state conven- 
tions, and if it does so, there will be no 
delay, conflict or confusion, and action 
on the ratification of the amendment will 
be simply and promptly had in each of 
the several states.

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Rapids, Mich., recently closed its municipal store as 
wasteful, although it will retain several of its: smaller 
commissaries. There are two schools of thought 
among social workers on the matter. Margaret Mead 
of the New York Travelers’ Aid Society, writing in 
the Survey, recently gave the reasons for opposing it. 

This writer’s views may be summarized thus: To 
effect real savings, only a few branch depots can be 
operated, because of the overhead, thus causing ap- 
plicants to walk long distances with heavy loads. 
Food purchased at wholesale is more likely to be of 
inferior quality. Food issued in this manner tends 
to give rigid and unsatisfactory diets, and the method 
‘does not take consideration of a family’s tastes or its 
changing circumstances. It attracts many undeserving 
applicants. Applicants appearing at a public place and 
waiting in line are humiliated and their morale is 
weakened. It is unfair to local grocers, in taking away 
their normal business and profits. 

Replies to these charges came speedily from cities 
where the plan has been successful, and two articles, 
dealing with ‘the experiences of Cincinnati and Can- 
ton, O., appeared in a later issue of the Survey. Can- 
ton, says the president of its Welfare Federation, in 
10 months has found the depot plan “more econom- 
ical, efficient and constructive of community morale” 
than the other system, which it had also used. Cin- 
cinnati’s commissary system, says the other writer, 
seems fully justified as “an emergency institution for 
distributing food relief on a larg: scale at the lowest 
possible cost.” 

An example of how the plan works is nearer at 
hand, in Kansas City. Experience in the seven weeks 
it has been in use there bears out the story of the 
Ohio cities. Kansas City feeds 5500 families daily, 
distributing 30 tons of food a day from a central 
warehouse and 10 depots scattered over the city. The 
saving, as estimated by C. J. Guild, president of the 
Provident Association, is 40 per cent of retail prices, 
and has been set at $200,000 per year. The plan’s suc- 
cess is attributed to the co-operation of all concerned. 
Brokers, charging no fee, buy the food at factory 
cost, the city gives free use of a central warehouse, 
trucking companies make no charge for their serv- 
ices, most of the depots are rent-free and many clients 
assist in the distribution. All foodstuffs, except fresh 
meat and eggs, are handled in this manner. 

All three cities report genuine economies. Quality 
of the food is high, as buyers purchase only good 
articles, and any item that is below standard is re- 
turned, as is usual in business. Balanced and varied 


diets are provided by keeping numerous articles in 


stock to provide variety, in some instance permitting 
exchanges, and in instruction by social workers on 
preparing appetizing meals. These workers, of course, 
make case investigations, and recommend rations in 
accordance with the families’ needs. 

In no city are many undeserving cases attracted. 

In fact, Canton finds that “publicity given to the 
appropriation of large funds for relief attracts more 
people than the publicity given the store.” There are 
no waiting lines in any of these cities, for applicants 
usually are told at what day and hour to appear, and 
then get prompt service. There has been embarrass- 
ment among some newly-poor families, but nothing 
to approach weakened morale. 
As to the grocer angle, the Kansas City committee 
approached the 60 dealers who had been filling or- 
ders, and obtained their approval of the plan. These 
grocers consider their lost business as part of their 
contribution to charity. In Canton, this point was 
made: “It is unfair to claim that the welfare agency 
that provides food has robbed the grocer of a cus- 
tomer, We are under no obligation to provide the 
grocer with customers any more than we are to pro- 
vide the furniture dealer, the jeweler or the clothier 
with customers.” | 

In view of the benefits found in other cities with 
identical problems, the commissary depot plan, as 
an emergency method, surely is worthy of closer in- 
vestigation in the St. Louis area before it is definite- 
ly rejected. 
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DR. LOCKE’S GOLDEN KEY. 

Dr. Locke has contrived a superior mouse trap, and 
the world, performing as the philosopher said it 
would, has beaten a pathway to his door. In a small 
Ontario village, six miles from the nearest railroad, 
the physician practices his art. He claims to cure 
arthritis by a twist of the foot. His hospital is a barn- 
yard. Thither they come in droves, in chauffeured 
limousines, aching old derelicts, on foot, in various 
degrees of affliction. All are treated alike, on a. one- 
price basis of a dollar per treatment. As many as 
1000 patients have been looked after in a day, but 
the number has now dwindled to ‘about 600. The 
man's income is said to exceed $150,000 a year. The 
American Medical Association satirically nominates 
Dr. Locke “the miracle man of 1932.” The nomination 
is hereby seconded. It would be seconded, too, if 
there were a more miraculous term than miracle. 
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ANOTHER CHANCE FOR HITLER. 

It has often been shown that there is no more 
effective way of taming a radical than to give him a 
share of responsibility. This may be one of Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg’s motives in offering Adolf Hit- 
ler a chance, with various strings attached, to head 
a new German coalition Cabinet.. Of course, the fact 
that the Nazis are the largest single party group in 
the Reichstag, holding one-third of its seats, entitles 
them to share in the Cabinet. 

It is doubtless a much tamer Hitler with whom 
Hindenburg now is negotiating. The Nazi leader's 
response to similar overtures last August was a de- 
mand for “all or nothing,” for “precisely the same 
power Mussolini exercised after the march on Rome.” 
When Hindenburg rebuffed his demands, Hitler's 
zun waned, as was shows in his lows of 35 
Reichstag seats in the recent election. 

Hitler has been a persistent “kibitzer” since he 
began bidding tor power. Quick to point out the er 
rors of incumbent authorities, he himself has never 
held a hand in the game. Though Hindenburg now 
invites him in, it is unlikely the stern old President 
will give up his position of primary responsibility, as 


sumed when he called in the late Junker Cabinet, to

No remedial modification of the Volatead 
law is honestly possible while the eighteenth amend- 
ment is in the Constitution. Talking about raising 
the alcoholic content of beer, and making it palatable 
without making it intoxicating in fact, and thus re- 
maining within the constitutional limitation is, to 
speak politely, mere casuistry; in rougher language, 
“the bunk.” Who wants constitutional beer? Who 
would buy it, or drink it? What revenue would it 
yield? How much employment would it furnish? Hy- 
pocrisy has already had too long and disastrous an 
inning in this prohibition experiment. 
But suppose Congress passed a modification bill 
and the President signed it. The act would immedi- 
ately, it may be assumed, be tested in the Supreme 
Court. Can anyone,dqubt that the court would pro- 
nounce it unconstitutional?” 

The American people may be sick unto death of 
home brew, but no thoughtful’ citizen wants real beer 
at the price the present modification movement stip- 
ulates. That price, stated bluntly, is that Congress, 
the President and the Supreme Court will all flout 
the Constitution. The price * not only unpayable; 
it is unthinkable. 

There is just one way out of the reckless prohi- 
bition adventure, and that is the honest way. The 
honest way is repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 
To that end Congress ought to act with all speed, 
and the President himself, we believe, might well con- 


essary, his leadership. At best, it will take some 
time, but unnecessary delay ought surely to be avoid- 
ed, The country cannot afford unnecessary delay. 
From the testimony at hand, it is not in a mood to 
tolerate unnecessary delay. 

The folly and danger of legislating by the Constitu- 
tion have been impressed upon us all. There is smali 
likelihood of our repéating such a blunder. But hav- 
ing made the blunder, which we have Gotermined to 
correct, let us correct it honestly. 3

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‘ _AN ATROCIOUS CRIME. 


The manner in which 11-year-old Edward J. Cos- 
tello met death while coasting Saturday night showed 
the hit-and-run driver’s callous practice at its cruel- 
est. Had the driver stopped, as the law and the dic- 
tates of humanity demand, when the boy slid under 
his car. and became entangled there, the results 
would have been far different. The boy might have 
escaped with slight injuries, instead of being dragged 
to death, and the driver might have been able to 
prove that it was a case of accident. There was noth- 
ing accidental, howevet, about the actual course of 
events—the lad’s shocking death and the finding of 
his body in a gutter next morning, where the guilty 
driver apparently had disposed of it. Citizens will 
agree with Chief Gerk that it is “one of the most atro- 
cious crimes I know of,” and Will hope that detection 
of the driver and his punishment will follow speedily. 

The tragic happening also conveys a warning as to 
the perils of coasting on the invitingly snow-tlad 
streets. The dangerous practice persists, although 
most of the city parks have slopes ‘where there are 
no such dangers as every street contains. And, on the 
next snowfall, cannot a few streets, whose residences 
are accessible by alleys, be.closed temporarily to traf- 
fic and parking, for the safety of sport-loving youth? 
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A NEW CITY BUDGET PLAN. 


The bill providing for a complete: budget-making 
machinery for the city, introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen by Alderman Kuhs, is a forward step in 
handling municipal finances. It represents modern. 
thought on the subject, fitted into the St. Louis 
scheme of government. Last spring's confusion over 
budgeting shows the need for reform. 

This bill would concentrate the machinery for con- 
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expended and what is available to meet the bills. The 
office of budget director, which would be set up in the 
Comptroller’s department, would constitute a perma- 
nent budgeting organization for all-year study of 
departmental expenditures and* of revenues. The 
Comptroller has done as good a job of budgeting as 
was possible under the existing Charter and ordi- 
nance provisions and within the limitation of his 
facilities. The Kuhs bill. does not contemplate radical 
changes, but rather a systematization. 

Intelligent planning under the proposed scheme 
should result in saving considerable money. There 
would be a definite budgeting calendar, giving ample 
time for preparation. The various spending agencies 
would be confined to quarterly allotments, making 
it easier to control their expenditures; at present

TOD Ax and TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


Manchuria: The American Interest 


EARLY a year ago, on Dec. 10, the 
N Council of the League of Nations de- 
cided to set up a commission of inquiry 

into the Manchurian question. Japan and 
China both formally agreed with the pro- 
posal, and the United States gave its moral 
approval. This commission, which took its 
name from its chairman, the Earl of Lyt- 
ton, spent five months studying the situa- 
tion in Japan, in China and in Manchuria. 
On Oct. 2, its report was published. ‘This 
report is now before the League Council. 

Thus the time has come when decisions 
have to be taken about the Manchurian 
question. 

What, then, is the interest of the United 
States in the Manchurian question? 

Manchuria is a large territory, potentially 
rich and strategically important. Three na- 
tions have a direct national interest. They 
are China, Russia and Japan. The United 
States has no direct national interest. Thirty 
years ago, perhaps even as recently as 15 
years ago, there were reasons for thinking 
that the United States might have some sort 
of imperialistic ambition in Manchuria.

It would 
disturb the trade and tranquillity of the 
whole Pacific, it would cause difficulty 
and danger the world around through the 
unsettlement of affairs on the European 
frontiers of Russia. 

The United States could not, without be- 
ing guiity of great negligence, fail to use 
all her influence and good offices now to 
prevent the situation in the Far East from

The Lytton report completely justifies the 
judgment of President Hoover and Secre- 
tary Stimson and says that the maintenance 
of and recognition of the present regime 
in Manchuria . . . does not appeal to us 
as compatible with the fundamental prin- 
ciple of existing obligations, nor with the 
good understanding between the two coun- 
tries upon which peace in the Far East 
depends. It is opposed to the interests of 
China. It disregards the wishes of the peo- 
ple of Manchuria and it is at least ques- 
tionable whether it would ultimately serve 
the permanent interests of Japan.” (Chap- 
ter IX, p. 128.) 

The most impressive finding of the Lot - 
ton report is not that the seizure of Man- 
churia was contrary to the treaties. That 
is very important, but it has been plain to 
all disinterested observers and to many Jap- 
anese from the beginning. The Lytton Com- 
mission makes it perfectly plain that Man- 
chukuo is an artificial creation which has 
failed to restore order in Manchuria, and 
offers no promise of order in the future. 

The sixth chapter of the report 
should be read by those who think that, 
morals and law aside, Japan should be al- 
lowed to impose order on Manchuria. That 
chapter, based on prolonged investigation on 
the spot, shows clearly that Japan has on 
her hands the task of pacifying an over- 
whelmingly hostile population occupying a 
territory which is larger than her own.

publicly. But privately, most any 
captain will pause in his account 
of his days as master of “the fin- 
est boat on Western waters” to ad- 
vise cautious acceptance of the tall 
tales of such a “captain,” who was, 
in fact, a clerk, a cabin boy or a 
ship's carpenter. 

They stand on common ground, 


the old steamboats whose pictyres 
have been assembled by the Mas- 
ters’, Pilots’ and Mates’ Associa- 
tion, and are displayed during the 
convention in the Hotel Statler 
ballroom. 

Some of the Pictures. 

Fading daguerreotypes and steel 
engravings serve to revive their 
memories of the old Robert E. 
Lee and the Natchez, which it de- 
feated in a famous race to St. 
Louis in 1870; of the Grand Re- 
public, the most luxurious boat on 
the river, with its cabin trimmed 
in gold leaf, and of the Henry 
Frank with its record load of 9226 
bales of cotton. 

Aiding the association in assem- 
bling the pictures were Capt. Har- 
ry H. Edwards and Capt. Wililam 
Garrison. Among the old river 
men who paused to examine them 
were Capt. Oscar Barrett, Capt. 
W. L. Berry and Capt. George 
Mearer. 

It was a picture of the John_R. 
Morgan that suggested to Capt. 
Mearer of St. Louis a thrilling race 
in which it engaged back in the 
Tos, when it left New Orleans at 
the same time as another packet. 

Morgan’s Rattler, the boat was 
called, because of its noisy engines, 
which could be heard “for 40 miles 
on 4 quiet night,” but Morgan’s 
Rattler, on which Mearer’s uncle 
was steward, usually got there first.

MADRID, Nov. 22.—LEighteen 
military and civilian officials who 
aided Primo de Rivera during ‘is 
seven-year dictatorship of Spain, 
went on trial today before the Ro- 
sponsibilities Committee of the 
Senate for their acts during that 
period.

It’s tough 
going in the Middle West, and hard 
to get the confidence of the people. 
Everybody is suspicious of me. The 
space reservations. will not amount 
to more than $2009 or $2500.” 

Burns explained that out of that 
amount he Rad to pay expenses 
and a percentage of the space 
charges to the hotel management 
for rent. More than half of the 
reservations are for wall space only. 

“There will be barely anything in 
the 25-cent gate,” Burns said, be- 
cause I gave away thousands of 
passes. The only other source of 
income is the $i-a-year charge for 
service, and not more than 60 in- 
ventors paid that.” 

The service department provides 
inventors with information on how 
to protect and market their pat- 
ents, Burns explained. 

“Personally, I won't make any- 
thing out of this convention,” 
Burns said. “T’'ve had to borrow 
money to pay my personal ex- 
penses.” 

As explained by Burns, the pur- 
pose of the “Inyentors’ Congress” 
is to form a clearing house for in- 
ventors, manufacturers and sales 
companies, that works two ways, 
his organization learning from the 
manufacturer what article the mar- 
ket needs, then finding the inven- 
tor with that article. 

Devices intended to solve prob- 
lems of safety, power and incon- 
venience are being displayed at the 
convention, which is scheduled to 
close Saturday night. It will be 
* daily from 2 to 10 p. m. 

The display includes a Tadio 
alarm that broadcasts a robbery as 
soon as it is committed, takes a 
picture of the interior of the room 
where it is installed, and can sound 
a fire alarm.

„My little bridge elub of four old 
friends has been meeting every 


it’s hard to think of anything to 
serve for the luncheon which pre- 
ceeds the gamé. Can you suggést 
any new way of serving oysters?” 
asks a reader of this section. 

An oyster souffle is rather a 
novelty and is delicious. But one 
thing to remember is that it must 
be served immediately after it is 
cooked: Delay is dangerous! 

The following recipe serves 
four, and with stuffed olives, 
bakery rolls reheated and fruit 
salad should provide excellent fare 
for the four friends: 

2 Souffle Recipe. 

Pick over 15 large oysters to 
remove any bits of shell. Cut the 
oysters in quarters. Melt four ta- 
blespoons butter, add five table- 
spoons flour and when well mixed 
add the strained oyster juice and 
enough milk to make one cup 
liquid. . 

Stir over a slow fire until very 
thick and perfectly smooth. Add 
one-half cup finely cut célery 
stewed until tender and then 
drained,- one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, two ta- 
blespoons minced parsley, and 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 
Pour slowly over the beaten 
yolks of three eggs, stirring con- 
stantly, Return to the fire and stir 
for one minute. Remove from the 
fire, add the oysters and fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of the 
eggs. 

Pour into a well-buttered,. rath- 
er shallow baking dish and bake 
in a hot oven for 35 minutes until 
well puffed, firm to the touch and 
delicately brown. Serve immediate- 
ly. The souffle may be cooked in 
individual dishes if preferred. 


HIGHLY SEASONED GOULASH 


Three pounds chuck beef. 
Three pints stock. 

Two cloves garlic. 

One bay leaf. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Few grains cayenne pepper. 
Six medium-sized potatoes. 
Two tablespoons paprika. 
Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 
One-half cup tomato puree. - 
Cut meat into one and one-half 
inch cubes. Try out a little of the 
fat and brown meat in it. Add 
stock, garlic, bay leaf, salt and 
cayenne. Simmer for two and one- 
half hours, then add to the potatoes 
and simmer for 35 or 40 minutes 
longer. Add the paprika. Cream 
butter and flour together, combine 
with a little of the liquid from gou- 
lash and add to goulash. Cook un- 
til thickened. Just before serving, 

add the tomato puree. 


CREOLE FISH FILLETS 


Two pounds fish fillets. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One medium-sized onion. 

Two tablespoons fat. 

One and one-half cups boiling 
water. 

One to two tablespoons minced 
parsley. 
| One teaspoon lemon juice. 

One egg. 

Cut the fish fillets in pieces for 
individual serving and put them in 
a deep skillet with the salt, pepper 
and onion cut fine. Add the fat and 
water, cover closely and simmer for 
30 minutes. Then transfer the 
whole pieces of tender fish to a hot 
platter and sprinkle with the pars- 
ley. Make a sauce by boiling the 
stock left in the skillet rapidly for 
five minutes.

For instance, instead of cranber- 
ry sauce, apple cider sauce may be 
served, and the cranberriés appear 
at the beginning of the meal in 
cocktails. 

Or tiny glasses of hot, mulled 
cider may be served in place of the 
cocktails. — ‘ | 

Salted nuts or pecan clusters in- 
dainty dishes may be placed on the 
table for the last bite as the meal 
closes. 

Cranberry Cocktail. 

Cook four cups cranberries and 
four cups water about five minutes, 
or until berries pop open. Strain 
through cheesecloth bag. Bring 
juice. to boiling point, add two- 
thirds cup sugar, a dash of nut- 
meg and cinnamon, and cook until 
it boils two minutes. Chill and 
serve with cracked ice. 

Mulled Cider. 

Two inches stick cinnamon. 

Six cloves. 

One-half teaspoon allspice 

Two quarts cider. 

Three eggs. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Grated nutmeg. 

Tie the spices in a square of 
chéesecloth, add them to the cider 
and bring slowly to boiling point. 
Beat the eggs with the sugar, pour 
the hot cider over them, strain into 
glasses and grate a very little nut- 
meg over each serving. ‘ 

N Cider Apple Sauce. 
‘Two cups cider. 

Two cups water. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

One quart sweet apples. 

Mix cider, water and sugar. 
Bring to the boiling point and add 
apples, peeled, cored and cut in 
éighths. Simmer for three or four 
hours, until the liquid is nearly all 
cooked away and the apples are 
dark in color. Do not stir, as the 
apples should be unbroken. 

Salted Nuts. 

Take one-fourth pound each of 
blanched almonds, pecans and wal- 
nuts, put in a shallow pan, add four 
tablespoons melted butter and stir 
until nuts are covered with butter. 
Heat in moderate oven until deli- 
cately browned (about 15 minutes). 
Stir often. Drain on brown paper 
and sprinkle well with salt. 

Pecah Clusters. 

Cook one cup syrup until a little 
forms in soft ball in cold water. Re- 
move from fire, beat until syrup be- 
gins to thicken. Drop in one cup 
of pecans, a few at a time, remove 
with fork and drop on waxed 
paper. 


Fish Garnishes. 

Garnish creamed fish with strips 
of pimiento, baked fish with lemon 
slices dipped in chopped parsley 
and fish salads with small cooked 
beets and thin slices of pickles. 


FOR SMALL FAMILES 


Chicken or Mock Birds if Ecos 
nomy Forbids 
Fowls: 


If the family is small a turkey is 
out of the question, so why not 


have chicken? It, like turkey, is 
cheap, and a roast chicken with 
stuffing or a chicken fricassee with 
rich sauce is delicious. 

If economy forbids either turkey 
or chicken, mock birds of stuffed 
beef are good with a savory gravy. 
For these, get flank or round 
steak, cut in squares, brown light- 
ly. in fat in frying pan in which a 
little minced onion and celery have 
been sauted in the fat. 

Take beef pieces from pan, 
spread with any good dressing, sea- 
son, roll and tie. Bake two hours 
in slow oven, basting often. Serve 
with tomato ce or gravy made 
‘by adding flour and seasonings to 
liquid in pan. Add one cup of 
water to pan when putting in the 
Mock birds, and more if necessary 
while cooking. Turn birds once. 

Chicken Fricassee. 

Cut chicken in pieces and cover 
all in deep kettle with boiling wa- 
ter. Cover and cook slowly until 
tender. Add salt in proportion of 
three-fourths of a teaspoon to each 
pound of fowl when half cooked, 
Remove ‘chicken from water, 
dredge pieces with flour and saute 
in fat. Boil down stock in kettle 
ta about one and one-half cups 
and use for the following sauce to 
pour over chicken after it is plac 
on platter. ö

Chicken Sauce. 

Cook one and one-half cups stoet 
20 minutes with one slice onion, 
one small sliced carrot, tiny piece 
of bay leaf, sprig of parsley and

These Wb 005 probably 
will be changed somewhat before 
game time —show that, on the line, 
the Billikens will have a three- 
pound-per-man advantage and, 
in the backfield one of 45 pounds 
per man.
